Body Wants Assurance 
Fulton-DeKalb Project 
Will Spare Added Taxes

The Fulton county November 
December grand jury favors estab- 
lishment of the Fulton-DeKalb 
Hospital Authority, but makes the 
point that the proposal should not 
mean increased taxation on the 
citizens. 

In its presentments yesterday, 


should be done to assure city tax- 
payers that they will not have the 
necessary additional taxation 
placed upon them without full 
consideration being given to the 
saving to the city should such a 
plan completed. 

“Due to last-minute develop- 
ments, we recommend to the in- 
coming grand jury the further 
study of this matter.” 
DEFINITELY FAVORABLE 

The jurors said they were in 
favor of the hospital authority 
“for the purpose of providing 
medical care on a non-profit basis 
for the citizens of Atlanta, Fulton 
and DeKalb counties.” 

The presentments pointed out 
Atlanta is recognized as the logical 
center for the study and treatment 
of diseases of the southeast. 

“That fact will attract grants 
and gifts from other sections of 
the country from which our com- 
munity will receive inestimable 
benefits,” they explained. 

No positive steps to extend the 
city limits of Atlanta should be 
taken until the conclusion of the 
war, the jury said. However, it 
was added, proposals of a con- 
crete nature should be prepared 
for immediate postwar action 
when the manpower shortage is 
relieved and necessary materials 
can be secured, 

ASK MERGER BENEFITS 

“Among the concrete proposals, 
we suggest that the city—in some 
definite way—giv@ proper assur- 
ances to the citizens of the areas 
to be included that they will not 
be faced with sharply increased 
taxes and that they will benefit 
from the merger.” 

In discussing police protection 
and crime prevention in the 
county, the jury recommended 
that the county coun 
patrolmen with county 
cars and uniforms, asserting that 
a proposed merger of the county 
and city identification bureaus 
should be studied further by a 
law enforcement committee, and 
that a crime prevention commit- 
tee under the direction, of the 
county and city police chiefs 
should make a complete -analysis 
of crime in the county and deter- 
mine the best methods of pre- 
vention. 

“Certain moral and social stand- 
ards which have been accepted 
for so long are being torn down,” 
the presentments added. The 
jurors pointed out the increase of 
crime generally, the increase in 
divorce’ and various forms of 
gambling as threats to the morals 
of the people.

Two Army Officers 
Also Arrested in 
Paris Investigation 


PARIS, Dec. 29.—(UP)—The 
flourishing sale of. stolen Ameri- 
can cigarets at $2 a pack, which 
supplied the black market but left 
combat troops often without 
smokes, “definitely is under con- 
trol” with the arrest of 200 Gis 
and two officers engaged in “ar: 
rogant sabotage and disloyalty,” 
Provost Marshal Maj. Gen. Mil- 
ton. A. Reckford said today. 

The soldiers were rounded up 
by the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment which began to trace 
the disappearance of millions of 
cigarets early in November. 

Illicit traffic was so widespread 
at one time that combat troops 
virtually ‘were without smokes 
while most Paris bars, cafes and 
hotels were abundantly stocked. 

Arrested soldiers admitted re- 
ceiving more than $200,000 from 
black market operators 
bought the cigarets and resold 
them in Paris. 

Although arrested offenders con- 
stitute only a small fraction of 
those engaged in the practice, the 
fear of being caught has reduced

WASHINGTON, Dec, 29.—( UP) 
In a forecast emphasizing the 
Office of Price Administration's 
drastic ration action, the depart- 
ment of agriculture said tonight 
that there will be shorter supplies 
of nearly all major foods in the 
first three months of 1945. 

A survey showed that civilians 
must expect reduced supplies of 
meat, poultry, butter, potatoes, 
canned and fresh vegetables and 
probably lard. There will be in- 
creases in fruit, milk, cheese, eggs, 
fish and special cereal products, 
but not enough to compensate for 
the prospective shortages, 

There will be no overall food 


shortage and supplies available 
will keep consumption “at least 
as high as the prewar level, al- 
though different in composition,” 
the department said.

tention to the Americans. 

On the first side road they came 
to, Smith told his driver to turn 
off. A few moments later he dis- 
covered that the use of the back 
lanes simply had led him back 
into the village from a different 
direction. 

The two Nazi vehicles were still 
there, as well as an additional 
volkswagen. Farther down the 
street were two Germans in an 
American jeep. 

The men in the Nazi half-track, 
tank and volkswagen again just 
nodded casually. But the two in 
the jeep, perhaps knowing that no 
other American vehicles were be- 
ing used by the Germans in the 
area, jumped out of their car and 
dodged into a house. : 

Smith and his men promptly 
opened up with rifles and carbines 
on all visible Germans. ‘At the 
same time the jeep driver bore 
down on the throttle. They figure 
they must have caused some cas- 
ualtiess but they came out un- 
scratched.

Chinese Go 
Back Onto 
Home Soil 


Approaches Wanting 


By the Associated Press. 

Chinese troops under Lt. Gen. 
Daniel Sultan’s command in Bur- 
ma have crossed the border into 
China and captured Loiwing, 
where an American-Chinese air- 
craft factory was situated before 
the Japanese overran Burma. 

The Chinese troops crossed into 
China in a 10-mile drivé which 
carried them within 30 miles of 
Wanting, Burma road town now 
under siege by ‘other Chinese 
forces pushing from China. 

For many Chinese soldiers it 
was their first time on Chinese 
soil since they retreated out of 
Burma into India with Gen. Jo- 
seph Stilwell. 


JAPS COUNTERATTACK 


Japanese troops, evidently or- 
dered to fight to the death to keep 
the Burma road supply route 
closed to the Allies, have opened 
a series of counterattacks against 
Chinese forces “near Wanting, it 
is announced. 

All have been repulsed, said a 
Chinese military spokesman. The 
main enemy blows were delivered 
in ys ty of the eg goes 
held village of Mangpeng, 12 miles 
northeast of Wanting 


an 

The spokesman said Japanese 
garrisons along the dwindling en- 
emy-held stretch of the highway 
plainly were to die to 
prevent military supplies 
reaching Gen. Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Chinese armies on the overland 
route from India. 

Indian and British troops ad- 


vaneing southward in central Bur- 


ma and down the western Burma 
coast made steady advances 
against moderate to stiff Japanese 
resistance, it was reported from 
Southeast Asia Command head- 
quarters at Kandy, Ceylon. 


TWO JIMA BOMBED 


American bombers made their 
twenty-first consecutive daily at- 
tack on Iwo Jima, Japanese air 
base 750 miles south of Tokyo, 
Adm. Nimitz announced yesterday, 
while the Nipponese broadcast ac- 
counts of a big United States con- 
voy heading westward through 
Mindanao sea, Philippines. 

Liberators from the Marianas 
struck Iwo Jima Wednesday (U. S. 
time) in continuation of an intense 
neutralization campaign against 
the source of Japanese air attacks 
on the U. S. Superfort base at 
Saipan. The raiders met heavy 
antiaircraft fire, but all returned 
home safely. 

Japanese imperial headquarters 
Friday (U. S. time). reported an 
American convoy of 30 transports 
in the Mindanao sea was under 
constant Nipponese air attack 
which had sunk six transports 
and damaged two more. All these 
Claims were without American 
confirmaton. 

The communique broadcast by 
Tokyo radio said the convoy en- 
tered the Mindanao sea through 
the Surigao strait, between Leyte 
and Mindanao islands. 


B-29’S HIT HONSHU 


American Superfortress bomb- 
ers kept the Tokyo-Yokohama and 
Kobe-Osaka industrial areas of 
Honshu island under frequent 
alarm in 24-hour night and early 
morning visits, Tokyo radio said 
Fridhy (U. S. time). 

Incendiaries were dropped by 
single B- 2986, which made three 
appearances over south-central 

onshu, the enemy broadcast said. 
Kobe and Osaka are located on 
this part of the big island, which 
has been a frequent target of 
Saipan-based Superforts. 

In the north Burma theater In- 
dian troops captured three Japa- 
nese-held villages in the Mayu 
river valley and continued their 
advance east of the Mayu moun- 
tains. British 14th Army units 
moved southward nine miles along 
the Shwegyin-Yeu road, despite 
stiff opposition.

GLOOM INSIDE JAPAN 

A dark picture of conditions in- 
side Japan as the result of Ameri- 
can Pacific victories was described 
by the Moscow newspaper Pravda. 

“The development of Pacific 
events becomes ever more unfa- 
vorable for Japan,” the newspaper 
said. “Continuous defeat in the 
war with Britain and the United 
States has sharply worsened eco- 
nomic, especially food, conditions 
inside Japan.” 

Tokyo radio announced the 
death of Adm. Nobumasa Suyet- 
sugu, former commander in chief 
of the Japanese grand fleet and a 
leading advocate of Nippon’s mili- 
tary and territorial expansion. 

Mitchell bombers hit Japanese 


shipping in Lingayen gulf, off the 
western coast of Luzon island in 


the Philippines and heavily dam- 
aged a 7,000-ton freighter, Gen. 
MacArthur announced today. 

Nipponese planes again attacked 
American positions on Mindoro 
the night of December 27. Eight 
of the 23 attacking aircraft were 
brought down. 


MORE LEYTE VICTIMS 

Another 268 dead Japanese 
were counted December 27 in the 
mopping up of isolated enemy 
units on Leyte island. 

Yesterday’s communique report- 
ed a raid the same day by Marine 
Corsair planes on Bablethuap, in 
the Palaus, where docking facili- 
ties were strafed. The ther- 
neck fliers hit iy + Fon positions 
in the Marshall ds yesterday 
continuing their almost daily 
schedule of neutralizing raids in 
that group. 

Gen. MacArthur acknowledged 
that the December 27 raid on the 
American airfields and shipping at 
Mindoro caused “some damage.”

Killing Fifteen 


AN ADVANCED FIELD HOS- 
PITAL IN BELGIUM, Dec. 29.— 
(UP)—Two German Junkers-88 
bombers blasted this hospital to 
pieces early Wednesday afternoon, 
killing 15 persons and wounding 
more than 50, in the third attack 


on the hospital in three days. An 
ambulance of another field hos- 
pital, evacuating battle front cas- 
ualties, was bombed not far away. 

Two 3 bombs struck 
the brick hospital building. be- 
tween two giant red crosses. Pa- 
tients, nurses and surgeons were 
buried under debris. 


Visibility was perfect. The Ger- 
mans had scored near misses in 
their first two tries at the hos- 
pital and attaches are convinced 
the Germans are going all out in 
ruthless warfare during their of- 
fensive, in which they already had 
massacred American prisoners and 
butchered women, children and 
old men found in recaptured 
towns. 

Killed in the bombing were 


seven members of the hospital 


staff, including the adjutant, three 
patients, two civilian employes 
and three members of a tank 
company who had gone to the 
hospital to bathe. 


If the bombs had dropped 30 
minutes earlier they would have 
hit between 400 and 500 patients 
then in the dining room.

WASHINGTON, Dec. ' 29.—(#)— 
The Navy today called on Amer- 
ican industry and labor to con- 
tinue into 1945 “their magnificent 
support of our combatant and am- 
phibious forces.” 

The nation’s productive energy, 
since the outbreak of the war, al- 
ready has provided the largest 
navy in the world to fight the 
most extended war in history, the 
department said in a year-end re- 
port on naval production. 

The new year will start with 
61,045 vessels on hand to meet 
and defeat the enemy, more than 
54,000 being landing craft and as- 
sault ships. 

During the year now ending, 
39,971 new vessels were added to 
the fleet, including 420 combatant 
ships, 640 patrol and gine craft, 
630 auxiliaries, 37,724 landing 
craft, and 557 district craft. These 
totaled 5,457,490 tons, bringing the 
present fleet tonnage to 11,707,000.

Britain Relinquishes Ethiopian Privileges 


Coincidental with Winston Churchill’s 
mission to Athens, there are, for the 
Greeks, concrete evidences that the Prime 
Minister’s promises—that Britain has no 
desire to interfere permanently in Greek 
affairs—are made in all good faith. 


Last week, for instance, an agreement 
between Britain and Ethiopia was an- 
nounced whereunder the former relin- 
quished some of the privileges maintained 
in the East African republic since its lib- 
eration from Italy in 1941. 

The pact, termed “an interim agree- 
ment.. . marking a further step in the 
return to peacetime conditions . .. to be 
effective until a final general peace settle- 
ment,” includes the following provisos: 


1. Britain surrenders exclusive air 
rights in Ethiopia and securities for all 
Allied air forces the right of transit and 
landing. 

2. Britain surrenders the right to main- 
tain military forces in Ethiopia, except 
those agreed to by both governments to be 
helpful in maintaining order in certain 
border areas until the end of the war. 


3. Britain ‘will relinquish operation of 
the Ethiopia séctor of the Franco-Ethiopian 
railway between Addis Ababa and Djibuti 
in French Somaliland; Ethiopia will as- 
sume this operation, subject to the rights 
of the railway’s French owners, and will 
insure that its contribution to the war 
effort is maintained efficiently. 


4. The British minister no longer shall 


| have precedence at the Ethiopian court; 


the Ethiopian government may choose any 
foreign advisors anywhere it wishes, and 
Britain will give most friendly considera- 
tion to any suggestions which Ethiopia 
may wish to make in the future concern- 
ing possible financial assistance, 


The timing of these latest concessions 
to the Ethiopians unfortunately is such as 
to render them suspect, at least by Anglo- 
phobiacs, of being issued as window dress- 
ing to offset public reaction to British pol- 
icy in Greece. 


Whatever the reason from which they 
stem, however, they are a reassuring re- 
minder that the Allies come, not as con- 
querors, but as liberators,

compiled in the Department 1 ⁶ 
Records and Research, there were 


two persons lynched in 1944. This 
is one less than the number three 
for the year 1943, three less than 
the number five for the year 1942, 
two less than the number four for 
the year 1941, and three less than 
the number.five for the year 1940. 


One of the persons lynched was 
a 65-year-old minister-farmer who 
was taken about a mile from his 
home and shot to death by a mob; 
the other, a 17-year-old trusty at 
the Tennessee State Training and 
Agricultural school (a reforma- 
tory). was taken from jail and shot 
to death by a mob. 

Both persons lynched were 
Negroes. The offenses charged 
were: Hiring a lawyer to safeguard 
his title to a debt-free farm 
through which there was possibil- 
ity thet an oil vein ran, 1; murder- 
ing wife and daughter of the super- 
intendent of the reformatory, one. 

The ‘states in which the lynch- 
ings occurred and the number in 
each ase as follows: Mississippi, 1; 
Tennessee, 1.

Not All Our Knights 
Keep Armor Bright 


It is startling and tragic to read that more 

1 than 1,000 members of the American armed forces 

* in France — including .commissioned officers as 

well as GIs—are under military arrest accused of selling U. S. Army 
supplies into the black markets of Paris. 


Vast quantities of gasoline, cigarets, food and other Army sup- 
plies are said to have been diverted by this eriminal activity. In 
many cases Army trucks are reported to have been hi- jacked on 
the roads of France and some have been turned over to the rack - 
eteers in unitorm by their drivers, for a cut“ in the unholy pro- 
ceeds. It is said, even, that most of the cigaret shortage 4 the 
Army is due to these criminals and their activities, with repercus- 
sions that have aggravated the shortage at home, because of the 
need for larger overseas shipments to replace the stolen smokes. 


It is tragic and heartbreaking to read of such things, but logic 
brings the realization that an army is composed of a reasonably 
factual cross-section of the civilian life from which it was created 
and it is inevitable that a certain ratio of unscruplous crooks should 
get into uniform. 


We have reason to be thankful that the criminal element is so 


small and that at least 99.9 per cent of our uniformed representa- 
tives overseas are men of whom we have reason to be most proud. 


Great, however, as is our sadness at this 
revelation of betrayal by these men of their 
comrades, of the cause for which they are supposed to fight and 
of their entire nation, perhaps the greater tragedy is to be found 
for the guilty men themselves. Their tragedy lies in their callous 
inability to rise to the opportunity given them to play the role of 
men, in their reckless sacrifice of their own lives on the altar of 
a little greed, for the gain of a few thousand dollars. 


These, the guilty ones, will come home as felons, facing long 
prison terms, if they do not suffer worse punishment to which they 
are liable under military law. For they are, actually whether legally 
or not, traitors in the most foul definition of that word. 


They have sent home, among them, a few hundred thousand 
dollars which they will have to disgorge. Even had they “gotten 
away” with their filthy scheme, they would have profited only com- 
parably lightly, when the wreckage of their moral manhood and 
clear conscience is considered. 


: We should not condemn the French patrons 
French Guilt? of such a black market too severely, even 
though they have thereby proven themselves ingrates of darkest hue 
and irresponsible opportunists. 


In all the recently liberated countries it should be realized that, 
while the Germans were in control, it was German regulations they 
violated by patronizing black markets. Thus to buy illegally be- 
came a patriotic action, one which redounded to the discomfort of 
the common enemy. 

Now that they are liberated, it is true that the black markets 
are crimes against their own restored governments or the civil con- 
trol agencies of their allies and liberators. 

But, having formed the practice of black marketing, it must be 
difficult for many to make the needed readjustment of conscience 
that will tell them the difference between ohe black market and 
another. That, while their former black market suppliers were 
only black by euphonistic phrase and were actually heroic red in 
color, the black markets of today, now they are free people once 
more, are truly black, not to be patronized by decent folks there 
or, equally truly, on this side of the Atlantic. 

But the guilt of American soldiers who have sold out their 
comrades and their nation, their families and all their people’s good 
repute, for the sake of a few black market dollars, is a guilt too 
great to be condoned, too traitorous to be forgiven,

The present generation, being 
more wordly-wise, scoffs at such 
an idea; strange as it may seem, 
granddad was right as rain and 
his faith was as logical as the sum 
of two and two. 

The explanation is quite simple. 


Primitive men, judging by the 
primitives that remain, were gov- 
erned by taboos. Children were 
taught, for example, that the eat- 
ing of a certain sweet plant root 
was taboo—meaning that it was 
wicked and an offense to the gods. 

Neither the children nor their 
teachers knew why it was wicked, 
for the taboo had originated gen- 
erations before their time. Their 
forefathers had eaten the root in a 
time of famine, and many of 
them had died of its poison. Since 
the root was dangerous, it was 
made taboo, and what began as a 
warning against poison became in 
time a moral law, 

That appears to be the founda- 
tion of all moral law, A thing is 


the individual or the tribe; an- 
other is virtuous because it bene- 
fits the individual or the tribe. 

You will find few capricious 
rules. A thing is good because it 
is good for man. Even the sabbath, 
you'll remember, was made for 
man; he needed a day to rest and 
commune with his soul, 

Granddad was wrong when he 
went too far and regarded pros- 
perity itself as a virtue, but it was 
evidence of virtue. If heaven didn’t 
reward him with a bank roll and 
a plug hat, his neighbors did. 

Being industrious, he made 
money; being thrifty, he saved it. 
Because he was truthful, his neigh- 
bors trusted him; because he was 
honest, they traded with him, 

Of course rogues prosper, but 
only under cover of hypocrisy; 
they pretend to be honest. And 
of course the virtuous sometimes 
fail. As you may pass all the social 
tests and still be a wallflower be- 
cause people don't like you, so the 
virtuous may die poor for want of 
the knack of making money. 

But the old rule still holds; you
